Remarkable Scenes Attend Division 
in House of Commons on the 
Naval Debate. 


Ottawa, March 9.—The vote on F. 
D. Monk’s amendment to R. L. Ror- 
den’s amendment to the premier’s mo- 
tion for the second reading of the 
naval bill,was recorded in the House 
of Commons shortly after midnight. 
The amendment calling for a plebis- 
cite on the naval question was reject- 
ed by a vote of 175 to 18, a majority 
against the amendment of 157. It 
was expected that a vote would have 
been immediately taken on the amend- 
ment of R. L. Borden, calling for a 
contribution of Dreadnoughts and a 
feierence of the question of a perman- 
ent naval policy to the peop.e, but as 
soon as the clerk of the house had 
announced the result of the firat vote, 
Wm. Thoturn, Conservative member 
for North Lanark, who had not pre- 
viously spoken, rose and continued 
the debate. 

The eighteen members of the House 
who voted for Mr. Monk’s amendment 
were: Verville (Liberal-Labor), Mai- 
sonneuve; Monk, Doherty, Broder, 
Wilcox, Lewis, Ferget, Worthington, 
White (North Renfrew), Lorde, Saqu- 
ette Currie (North Simcoe), Chisholm, 
Sharpe (North Ontario), Perron, Naa 
tel, Blondin and Jameson.

CHATHAM HAS ESCAPED 


Western, Ont., Peninsula City Threat- 
ened by Freshet. 


Chatham, Ont. ,Mar. 9.—The flood 
situation at Prairie Siding was un- 
changed tonight. The Jam moved 1 
quarter of a mile during the night, 
and sixty feet today, but is now 
wedged tighter than ever. A torrent 
is running seven feet deep over the 
Prairie Siding district and over the 
railway tracks. In places the con- 
struction men have ali they can do 
to keep up the ballasting. It is fear- 
ed they will not be able to cope with 
it much longer and traffic on the 
Grand Trunk and Wabash between 
here and Detroit will be cut off. 

Prairie Siding district now has been 
submerged seventy-two hours. The | 
district covered by water camprises | 
thirty equare miles. The indications | 
are the flood will last two weeks or 
longer. Thamesville is inundated and 
the northern part of Wallaceburg ia 
under water.

NAVAL ESTIMATES 
OVER $200,000,000 


British Navy Estimates Show In- 
crease of $25,000,000—Ger- 
many’s Friendliness. 


London, March 10.—The navy esti- 
mates, which have just been issued, 
émount to more than forty million 
pounds, which is an increase of near- 
y five million pounds. The new 
construction for the year .will cost 
thirteen and a quarter million pounds, 
against less than nine million 
pounds during last year, 

The new programme includes five 
larged armored ships, five protected 
cruisers, twenty torpedo boat des- 
tropers, and a number of submarines. 

On April 1 there will be under con- 
struction seven battleships, three ar- 
mored cruisers, nine protected crui- 
sers, two unarmoured cruisers, thirty: 


seven destroyers and nine sub 
marines.

MAY ATTACK NEGROES. 


Assault on Women During 
Past Few Days. 


Kansas City, Mo... Mareh 9.— 
Special parole men are dispersing 
mobs in the streets and public places 
of Kansas City, Kansas, tonight in 
an effort to prevent a demonstration 
against the negroes of the city, as 
the result of assault on beautiful 
Miss Cora Downs in a lonely suburb 
early this afternoon. The _ police 
fear they will not be able to cope 
with the situation if the negro is cap- 
tured soon. 

The rumor is being spread that 
following the outrage of Mrs. Jack- 
son in this city sé¢Vveral weeks ago, 
by two negroes, who were hanged, 
the negroes of the two cities have 
secreted a large number of arms and 
are prepared to defend themselves in 
case of race rioting. 

Miss Downs recovered sufficiently 
this afternoon to tell the police the 
details of the assault, She said she 
offered the negro her purse and gold 
watch and promised not to prosecute 
him or make any attempt to secure 
his capture if he would abandon his 
purpose. 

One arrest has been made in the 
case, but the negro was released when 
Miss Downs declared he was not the 
one who assaulted her. 


ATTEMPTED MUNDER TRIAL. 


Result of 


Verdict Brought in of Common As- 
sault and Clemency Recommended. 


Valleyfield, Que, Mareh 9.—The 
trial of Donat Lepages, accused of 
attempting the murder of Miss Eliza- 
beth Denault, school teacher of St. 
Anthonie, ended this afternoon. The 
petit jury, after half an hour’s de- 
liberation, brought back a verdict of 
common assault, recommending the 
accused to the clemency of the court. 


Would Compe! Union Recognition. 


Halifax, March 9.—In the House of 
Assembly today, Dr. Kendall, a sup- 
porter of the government, advocated 
the compulsion of recognition of 
unions by employers. He contended 
that President Plummer, at the cx 
piration of the Dominion Coal Com- 
pany’s agreement with the P.W.A., 
less than two years hence, is likely 
to deny recognition of organized 
labor and that being the case, other 
mines and industrial concerns will 
follow his lead and union labor will 
be imperilled.

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ANOTHER SLIDE IN 
MOUNTAINS IN B.C. 


No Loss of Life in This Avalanche— 
Forty-one Bodies Recovered ot 
Victims of Rogers Pass Disaster— 
ue Incidents Coming to 
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Vancouver, B. C., Mar. 9,—Another 
slide occurred this morning a mile 
west of Glacier, half-a mile long ana 
thirty feet deep. It is filled with 
rocks and timber. Because of this 
all trains will, until further notice, be 
handled by way of Nelson and the 
Crow’s Nest. 

Forty-one bodies in all have been 
recovered from the Rogers’ Pass dis- 
aster, leaving only twenty in the 
slide. The bodies recovered since 
yesterday are: Fireman D. J. McDon- 
ald,.C. Anderson, A. Johnson, T. 
Murray, J. Wheatley, J. Makowiosduk. 
The remainder are Japanese. 

Owes Life to Dog. 

A Latsbury, watchman, at the snow- 
slide just west of Glacier station, owes 
his de to his dog. He was standing 
near his «ain when the side descend- 
ed which uct only buried him but 
carried him against .he side of his 
eabin ,where he was cold for eight 
hours. A Tescue party was sent to 
Latsbury’s place as s00% as it was 
known that the slide had occurred, 
and failing to ‘nd him immediately 
the workmen decided that he had been 
kill ed and sént for a coffin. The 
work of removing the slide had been 
proceédin g for two hours when Lats- 
bury’s dog began setutcang in the 
snow some distance away. Oonvinced 
that the dog had locat «i the body the 
werkmen dug there and found Lats- 
bury unconscious but still alive. 

Coroner’s Jury Dodges Slide. 

After dodging another snow. slide 
which all but nipped them, the coro- 
ner’s jury chosen to investigate the 
Rogers’ Pass slide ,returned to Revel- 
stoke today. The jurymen had a live- 
ly day and made a careful investiga- 
tion of all the available facts at the 
scene of the slide. Their inquiry 
developed a pathetic feature, Fore- 
man McDonald, one of the victims 
of the slide, was an exceptionally 
heavy and stroag man, and after be- 
ing buried in the slide he had evident- 
ly retained sufficient consciousness 
to start to fight to the surface. He 
had evidently struggled to force snow 
under his feet and to raise himself 
towards the surface. He had gained 
two feet, and # shell of only three 
feet of snow remained between him 
and open air, when he was suffocated 
there. There was not a bruise on his 
body,

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IN NINETEEN CITIE 


“Construction,” in Its March Issue, 
Publishes Resume of Building 
Operations in Leading Canadian 
Cities for Month of Jrnuary—St. 
John Shows Larrest Percentage 
Increase. 


There is every indication that Can- 
ada is just entering on the greatest 
period of building activity the country 
has ever experienced. Judging from 
the pace established at the outset, the 
volume of work to be undertaken will 
practically double that which was 
recorded in the remarkable year just 
past. January completely submerged 
all previous high-water marks for that 
month, and all sections between orient 
and occident, and from boundary to 
hinterland, went flying past the boards 
as regards previous operations at this 
time of the year. 

The average gain for the mon.h, as 
based on comparative figures supplied 
Construction, was #4 per cent. and of 
the nineteen cities reporting, only two 
show a falling off. These losses are 
noted in the ease of Brantford and 
Sydney, but the amounts recorded for 
both last year and this, in either in- 
stance, are of such ainall proportions 
as to really denote nothing except a 
usual condition of mid-winter inac- 
tivity. 

Si. John, N.B., with a gain of 860 
per cent., has the biggest increase 
for the month. Regina has the second 
highest standing, with an advance of 
7ly per cent. and Calgary comes 
next with a gain of 319 per cent, 

The largest volume of work, how- 
ever, was registered at Toronto, al- 
though Vancouver proved herself a 
most worthy competitor for first place 
in this respect. Both of these cities 


exceed the six hundred thousand 
mark, which is almost double the 
amount recorded last year, the in- 
crease in either case being 79 per 
cent. and 72 per cent, in order named. 

In fact, all cities, both large and 


small, forged ahead most substantial- 
ly. Winnipeg over-shot last year’s 
mark for the month, to the extent of 
264 per cent.; Victoria annexed a gain 
of 65 per cent.; while Montreal came 
forward with an advance of 32. per 
cent. It might be mentioned in this 
connection that Winnipeg, during the 
month, refused permits aggregating 
$275,000, owing to recent changes made 
in the building by-law regarding the 
first-class fire limits, apartment 
houses and surface foundations. All 
of these permits will be applied for 
again as soon as plans and specifica- 
tions have been altered to meet the 
new requirements, so it is quite evi- 
dent that this city is preparing to 
hold its own as regards building ex- 
pansion during the coming year. 
Montreal and Victoria also, it might 
be added, have most excellent pros- 
pects immediately ahead, particularly 


in the way of important office and 
commercial buildings. 
Other western cities besides those 


already mentioned, to show gratifying 
increases, are Edmonton, which notes 
an increase of 117 per cent., and 
Lethbridge, where an advance of 270 
per cent. has been recorded, Prince 
Albert, but as yet an embryo town, 
indicates by an amount of $16,175, that 
the place is marching onward in a 
promising manner, especially so when 
one considers that in the same period 
in 1909 not one single project in the 
way of new buildings was undertaken. 
In Ontario, besides Toronto’s gain, 
other advances noted are: Ottawa, 141 
per cent.; Peterboro, 210; London, 
153, and Fort William, 16 per cent. 
Windsor neither advanced or fell 
back, but simply broke even, register- 
ing the same amount as was recorded 
in the corresponding period of last 
year. : 
“As for the East, this section of the 
country got away with a much better 
start than was experienced last year, 
Halifax, in attaching a gain of 74 
per cent., finds herself in the very op- 
posite condition from that which ob 
tained at the beginning of 1909. This 
increase, together with the splendid 
advance made by St. John, precedes 
what is predicted to be one of the 
most active periods of development 
the East has ever enjoyed. 
Sizing up the situation in 
the Canesie are most brilliant. All 
sections send in promises of big 
things for the immediate future, and 
every sign and token indicates that 
within the next sixty days every 
branch of the building trades will be 
moving forward in a manner hever 
experienced before.

THERE 1S NO SIGN 
OF TRADE REACTION 


West is Satisfied With Present Out- 
look—Encoureging Situation—In- 
dications Point to Continuance of 


Progress. 


Winnipeg, March 9—The reaction ‘n 
business, about which Wall street has 
been worrying lately, has not been ap- 
parent in western Canada, if the usual 
statistics and returns are taken as ati 
indication of the state of trade. 
¢an the general sentiment of the business 
community he quoted’ as an argutent’ in 
favor of putting on the brakes. Encour- 
agement is to found in every phase 
of development, and there is a general 
impression that the progress of the west 
has only begtin.: From Vancouver Island 
to Port Afthur there is a confidence 
noticed before, even in the palmy days 
of booms, and there are few sections of 
the prairie where preparations are not 
being made to meet a big increase in 
trade, Talks with bakers and merchants 
here do net bring out any feeling of con- 
cern cr dissatisfaction over the prospects 
for the immediate future. Men who are 
regarded as leaders in their respective 
spheres are usually 
tive in the expression of opinions, and 
the genera] conclusions may be accepted 
as sound. 

Still Great Advancement. 

Prominent 
are prectically unanimous in predicting 
still greater advancement for the whole 
country, and they do not hesitate to say 
so when they are asked. The opinions 
held by them cre similar to those enter- 


tained by hunareds with whom they do} 


business, and here is no discordant 
voice, The time has been when ‘a senti- 
ment of this kind would be regarded ‘n 
other parts of Canada as merely a sam- 
ple of western noise and “het air.” There 
is too touch eelidity behind it to warrant 
any such deduction now, 
which guide the business cof the whole 
Dominion are rapidly increasing their 
stakes in the west, and it cannot be said 
that they are influenced by “hot air.” 
The reason is that the country is grow- 
ing and developing. The right class of 
people are coming in, in larger number 
than ever before, and the vacant places 
are being filled. It will be possible, of 
course, for the fillling-up process to con- 
tinue fer another half century before 
theré is any danger of crowding, but the 
movement of population is satisfactory. 
The sphere cf production is being en- 
larged gradually and steadily, and there 
is a greater diversity of industry. The 
transportation situation is improving 
every year, a cause sufficieut in 
justify a large measure of faith in the 
country, It is only necessary 
back two or three years to realize how 
vast the improvement in the condition 
of the railWay service has been, The 
peeple are more and more satisfied with 
their position and prospects and the 
strongest asset of any country is a con- 
tented population. 
Establishing a Renutation. 

The grain production of 1909 has been 
the great factor in establishing the re- 
putaticn of western Canada, and it is 
worth talking about. It surpassed all pre- 
viovs reecrds, both in regard to quality 
and quantity, and éuch an achievement 
was by no means ¢asy. The limit has 
not be mn reached, and a large average in- 
crease may be expected during the 
ten vears. There will be odd seasons 
a fallinfi-off will ceeur, and it is the fall- 
ing-off that causes alarms and panice in 
the commercial world. The plains have 
done their duty so far in the output of 
grain and it would be reasonable to make 
occasional allowances for  slowing-up. 
The faster the rate of increase is now, 
the sharper will be the check when the 
production diminishes. But there are 
some unreasonable people who wonder 
why the growth of one year is not con- 
tinued during the next, and at an even 
faster rate. These same unreasonable 
people are the ones who see flaws in the 
situation as soon as an indication is giv- 
en that the startling advances have not 
beerf maintained. 

Grain Inspections for Six Months. 

The figures which most clearly de- 
monstrate the volume of agricultural 
wealth are those of the grain inspectors, 
and the returns for the six months end- 
ing yesterday ate now available. This 
period Constitutes the first half of the 
crop year 1909-1910, For the latter half 
the deliveries will be comparatively 
small, although they will not be beneath 
notice, .The figures for the first half 
show that the total quantity of grain in- 
spevted was 95,115,290 bushels, made up 
of 46,944:270-dushels of wheat, 19,638,620 
of dats, 3,438,000 of barley, and 3,097,500 
of flax. Wor the same period in the pre- 
ceding crop year the total was 76,833,660 
bushels, of which 59,114,290 were in 
wheat. In detail, the figures for 1909-1910 
show 250 cars of No. 1 hard wheat, 24,211 
of No. 1 Northern, 23,217 of No, 2 Nor- 
thern, 8,813 of No. 3 Northern, 7,086 of 
lower grades, and 866 of winter wheat, 
a total of 64,431, as compared with 55,247 
in the corresponding period one year 
ago. There were 10,123 cars of oats, as 
compared with 7,713; 2,665 cars of barley, 
as compared with 2,453, and 2,950 cars 
of flax, a8 compared with 1,631, Wheat 
has oe predominated during the 
present season, as it has in the past, but 
it is worth noting that more than 26,- 
000,000 bushels of coarse grains were in- 
spected during the half-year. This is a 
very respectable total, and it indicates 
that King Wheat must look to his lau- 
rels. He has been dethroned in the 
United States, where corn has establish- 
ed a leadership. Vrom the viewpoint of 
production, he is in second place in this 
country, oats having the first position. 
As one bushel of wheat is worth about 
three of eats at the country point, che 
preponderance of the coarser grain will 
need tobe much greater before it will dis- 
place wheat in the returns. The fact 
that nearly all the oats are consumed ‘n 
the country, while nearly all the wheat 
is shipped out, will also tend to con- 
tinue the leadership of wheat. The pro- 
duction of oats is increasing at a much 
faster rate than that of wheat, however, 
and in the matter of mere bushels it 
should soon be double, 

High-Grade, Wheat Crop.

This is 
an unusually high average, and it de- 
monstrates beyond the shadow of « doubt 
that the farmers in this part of the Do- 
minion still know how to grog first-class 
wheat. The crop of 1908 was considered 
good enough, and its average of contract 
wheat was only 70 per cent. In 1907 the 
percentage was even lower, Good weather 
throughout the season was an important 
factor, of course, in insuring the high 
quality of the grain, ahd it is not likely 
that atmospheric influences of so favor- 
able a character will be encountered for 
a long time to come. The best that can 
be expec ted is that a fair average for a 
term of years will be maintained. 


+ PLEAD NOT GUILTY. 


Both Techaikovsky and Breschkavsk- 
aya Denied Several Points. 


Bt. P@tersburg, Mar, 9.—Nicholas 
V. Tschaikovsky and Mme. Bresch- 
kavskaya pleaded not guilty when 


their trials on charges of criminal 
activity in the revolutionary organi- 
zation was begun today. The court 
adjourned its sitting at 11 0 clock to- 
night with the testimony of the pro- 
section and defence entirely in. ‘ihe 
prosecutor’s whole case rests on the 
statements of Pateuk, who added 
nothing to what he had already given 
in the indictment. The cross .exami- 
nation in which the presiding judge 
played a prominent part throughout; 
despite the objections of the prosecu- 
tor, revealed the fact that Pateuk has 
a criminal record of murders and 
brigandage and that he has been 
cited as a crown witness in eight poli- 
tical trials yet to be held. 

Both Tschaikovsky and Breschka- 
vskaya flatly denied

VICTIMS OF PASS DISASTER 


Twenty-four Bodies of Avalanche Vic- 
tims Have Been Rescued. 


Revelstoke, B. C., Mar. 9..-The dead 
from the. Rogers’ Pass disaster are 
coming .into Revelstoke. in smal! 
groups. Most of the victims are be- 
ing found in a standing position, with 
their:faces toward the slide on vari- 
ous levels, Many are im a@ climbing 
attitude with arms extended. These 
circumstances seem to indicate that 
human effort and endurance were 
pitted against the avalanche, the 
sound and sight of which were ob- 
scured in the blinding storm in which 
the victims worked. The dead are 
in the undertaking parlors of R. How- 
son end company, - English, Swede, 
French, German and Japanese, all 
peacefully lying side by side in death. 

The number found up to this after- 
noon is twenty-four, sixteen white 
men and eight Japanese. A commit- 
tee of citizens and the fraternal or- 
ganizations have been formed to look 
after the burial} of the men and make 
provision for identification as far as 
possible. A coroner’s jury was sworn 
in yesterday consisting of A. H.

Garrington and Pentland—Lord

London, March 8.—There is some 
disappointment expressed in colonial 
circles that the new Goveynor General 
for Canada has not as yet been named, 
The impression continues tnat the 
choice lies between Lord Carrington 


and Lord Pentland, with Lord Car- 
rington an easy favorite. Although 
he has not had previous connection 


with Canada, he was a successful gov- 


erner of New South Wales, and has 
seen a good deal of the empire, in-

and personal friend of His Majesty.

Interosting Figures Provided by Statis- 
tical Bureau of the U.S. 


* Washington, March 9—In a census of 
the world recently published by the gov- 
ernment statistical bureau at Stuttgart,

These figures have created some sur- 
prise, particularly with reference to the 
Buddhists and the Mohammedans.

WHY DIPLOMATIC AGENT 
POINTS TO SEPARATION 


1f Canada Stationed One at Washington 
“It Would Threaten the Plan of Em- 
pire—A Secretary Might be Put 
There, But it Would Cause Some 
Difficulties. 


Washington, D.C., March 8—There is

It 
that on the conclusion of the present 
tariff conference H 
representative will come here to assist 'n 
the final ratification of whatever adjust- 
ment is reached, provided, of course, 
that there is an adjuatment. This, so the 
whisper runs, may be considered as a 
further slight upon the British Em- | 
bays), and will be but the first step to- 
vard the accomplishment of a Canadian 
dij'omatic representative in Washing- 
tor, 

‘te story is uncomplimentary to our 
embassy, but it is not intended «0, That 
any British Embassy should be 
piqued in this way will not be taken 
very seriously by the average Canadian, 
but the story illustrates a certain Am- 
erican attitude towards the British Em- 
hassy, Unofficially there are people here 
who wish for more direct diplomatic re- 
lations between their government and 
cur Government at Ottawa. Not that 
the British embassy is unpopular er con- 
sidered inefficient in dealing with Cana- 
dian affairs, but the cumbersome  pro- 
cedure which is apparently necessary be- 
fore a question between Canada and *he 
United States may be officially discussed 
meets with no sympathy from the hyper- 
practical American, The story of the em- 
hassy’s alleged fit of piquancy is merely | 
2 well-intended jibe at the British weak- 
ness and red tape. 

A Diplomatic Agent. 

The object of Canadian diplomatic re- | 
presentation at Washington has been re- 
vived by the recent ‘‘lost message’ be- 
tween Washington and Ottawa. It ap- 
pears that the message was not lost, bat 
was enjoying a trip to England and back. 
From Washington to England, from Eng- 
land to Washington, from Washington 
to Ottawa, and then back from Ottawa 
was the course of communication. Ne 
wonder the Americans had sent a second 
message before they received the copy. 
Since then the Canadian newspapers 
have been writing editorials pointing out 
the ned for “direct representation,”’ and 
some of them have ever been making 
veiled ‘‘slams’’ at the formality of em 
bassies, The Montreal Herald thinks 
that Canada should have a man here 
who would be practical, and would not 
care about the order of going in to din- 
ner. Your reporter, who has had some 
slight experience with the red tape even 
of “perfectly good” embassies, has gath- 
ered information from various sources 
which wénl@ seem to ihdiente that some 
of thése who advocate a Canadian dip- 
lomatic representative in Washington ad- 
vocate the weakening of the bonds be- 
tween England and Canada, and in short, 
are more in love with the idea of being 
“practical” than they are themselves 
“practical.” Downing street is indispens 
able, We might have a Canadian attache 
or secretary, but we would still be de- 
pendent on the Foreign Office. 


No Back Fence Talk. 

Many circumstances point to the ra- 
sonableness of appointing a Canadian 
diplomat at Washington. Dr.R. A. Pyne, 
for instance, or Sir James Pliney Whit- 
ney. The length of our frontier, the size 
of our international traffic, the similar- 
ity of interests, these seem to offer argu- 
nents for more direct diplomatic connec- 
tion. But it would cost Sam Hughes the 
Empire, and if the Laurier government 
were steering Canada toward independ- 
ence it could have done nothing bette: 
than have accepted Ned Lewis’ (Conser- 
vative) suggestion for the making cf the 
first Canadian diplomatic repr°sentative. 
Nothing seems more natural than that 
the two neighbors should talk to one an- 
other over the back fence instead of tele- 
phoning one another and thereby impos- 
ing so many yards or mil¢s of wire and 
a telephone exchange between them, Yet, 
from what your correspondent has been 
able to gather, to discharge the Secre- 
tary of Foreign Affairs as the sort of Im- 
perial switchboard girl, and to dis- 
pense with the Downing Street Exchange, 
would mean the upsetting of the whole 
present plan of the architects of the 
British Empire. 

It is pointed out to your correspondent 
that if Canada were to send one diplo- 
mat to the United States she would have 
to found a diplomatic truck garden from 
which to produce the plants. To justify 
the expense, and to be consistent, she 
would need to assume all her diplomatic 
connections. While there might be at- 
tached to each embassy cr legation a 
Canadian secretary—and presumably one 
for each of the other interested colonies 
~—and while such an attache could dis- 
pense information to the ambassador 
and could expedite the particular inter- 
ests of his own colony, still the aimbassa- 
dor and Downing street would be the au- 
thority of all acts. We might have all 
sorts of commissioners and attaches at 
Washington, or Paris, or Pekin,or Tokio, 
but all negotiations—just as in this tariff 
conterence—would have to be recognized 
by the British Foreign Office.The matter 
under discussion might not concern the 
rest of the Empire, but concern the rest 
of the Empire, but somebody would have 
to determime that point and that some- 
bedy would naturally be the centre of 
the Empire.

The principal 
clauses which they wished provided for 
commissioners and an ass¢ssment _ sys- 
tem similar to that in vogue in Edmon- 
ton,

ROBBED TI4E POST OFFICE. 


Desire Detnis was arraigned before 
Judge Taylor in the District Court 
this morning on @ charge of stealing 
letters from the post office and was 
found guilty. He was renmanded for 
sentence «anti! tomorrow morning. 
Bhe minimum penalty for an offence 
of the nature of that of which Dennis 
was convicted’ is three years, 
maximum, life imprisonment. H. A. 
Mackie, who defended the prisoner, 
maintained that the post mark on the 
letter which was abstracted from the 
box of Messrs. Gariepy & Lundy by 
the accused was not sufficient evi- 
dence that the letter had come through 
the regular mail channels.
